Mr. Edmonds permitted the insertion of a reference to the parent application, 
and the cancelling of claim 23 .reciting straps 80, which straps are already recited in 
claims 21 and 22. 

The very crowded prior art of record, cited on attached PTO 1449 and 892, fails to 
teach or suggest the use of strap accommodating apertures 78 in the flat sheet.. Such 
apertures, along with straps accommodated therein , provide great versatility of use, as 
set forth in the specification.
